guay 40 sheep to every. man, 
woman and child. We have 40,000,- 
000 head of horned cattle te a pop- 
ulation of 60,000,000; the Argentine 
Republic and ay have 38, 
000,000 cattle to a population of 
4,500,000. In Uruguay, with a pop- 
ulation of 500,000 souls, there are 
8,000,000 of cattle, 20,000,000 of 
sheep, 2,000,000 horses, or 60 head 
of stock for every man, woman 


have been invested in wire fences 
in Uruguay alone, and more than

tries a cow can be bought for $5, a 
steer fattened for the market for 
$10 or #12, a pair of oxen for $25, 
a sheep for 50 cents, an ordinary 
working horse for $8 to $10, and a 
roadster for $25, a mule for $15, 
and a mare for whatever her hide 
will bring. Mares are never broken 
to saddle or harness, but are al- 
lowed to run wild in the pastures 
from the time they are foaled until 
they cease to be of value for breed- 
ing, when they are driven to the 
saledres or slaughter houses and 
killed for their hides. A man who 
would use a mare under the saddle 
or befere a wagon would be con- 
sidered of unsound mind. There 
is a superstition against it.

Animals are Killed in 
Switzerland. 

The following description of 
how beeves are killed at Basle, in 
Switzerland, is taken from the 
United States Consular Report on 
Cattle and Dairy Farming: A 
large slaughtering place has been 
built by the city government on 
the bank of the Rhine, just below 
the city, and put under the control 
of an accomplished veterinary sur- 
geon, who controls all the opera- 
tions of killing the animals and 
preparing the meat. This man has 
invented the instrument for killing 
the animals. It consists of a mask

jor plate, which has a short steel 


gun fastened to it. This is fastened 
to the horns by straps, and the 
cartridge in the end is fired by tap- 
ping the iron pin in the end of the 
gun and driving it against the 
cartridge. The bullet pierces the 
center of the brain and is buried in 
‘the spinal marrow, causing instan- 
taneous and painless death. The 
ox walks without fear or apprehen- 
sion to the shambles, a touch is 
given to the fatal needle, and the 
huge creature drops utterly dead 
and incapable of suffering. The 
bleeding is perfect—Chicago Jour- 
nal. 


It is said that something like 
50,000 steers will be fed on cactus 
the coming season in the State of 
Texas. The process is reported to 
make solid and delicious beef, and 
as the fodder is easily procured it 
is likely to be largely adopted in 
other sections of the southwest.

We find them iu every 
works manufactory; the tail- 
ors the shoemakers, the cigar-inikers, 
the’manutacturers of every variety 0!

are su nted by them. The white 
man, the white woman, the White girl, 
and the white boy are driven by them 
from every industry. 

It is a curious fact that the races of 
western Europe have never been able 
to wrest one acre of ground from the 
Asiatics, while the Asiatics have al- 
ways beon advancing upon the Euro- 
peans.

Great Britain has overrun 250,000,000

there. She may overrun them with 
her armies, but she can not supplant 
them. Englishmen. can not live 
am them. There are less than 
250,000 Buglishmen in all Asia. After 
more than a century of conquest and 
dominion, has been unable to 
colenize a single village in all India. 
France has tried the experiment in 
Cochin-China with the same result.

I have offered a res lution calling 
on the President of the Uuited States 
to negotiatea treaty with China ex- 
cldding Chinese altogether, except 
embassadors and diplomatic agents 
and merchants ongaged in foreign 
trade. I am a little doubtful about 
making even that concession. 

If a treaty of that kind eannot be 
negotiated, if China refuses to treat, 
the resolution will give them notice 
that we intend to legislate. There is 
no use in discussing our power to leg- 
islate without China’s consent; we 
have that power, and I believe it to be 
an imperative duty to legislate, ani to 
legisiate effectually, so as to exclude 
them from coming. They will come 
in some wav; no restriction act can 
keep them out. We must also make a 
treaty with Great Britain, so that the 
Chinese cannot come into the United 
States througb British Columbia, and 
alse one with Mexico, so that they shall 
not come into this country from the 
south. The United States must take 
this matter in hand and preserve this 
continent to white men.

Eprror Gazerre.—The moist, soft 


and easy condition of the atmosphere 
for the: last six days, with the genial 
rays of Old Sol has caused a timelv 
change from cold Artic weather to 
more gentie and pleasant Winter, 
which isa welcome change for both 
man and beast. It really looks as 
if the back bone of the Winter had 
been broken. This favorable change 
of the weather, in connection with 
pews from some of the outside ranges 
of a cheering character where the 
stock were in reasonable good condi- 
last Fall, has caused an easy feeling 
among stovk men, notwithstanding 
that the major portion of the inclem- 
ent season has passed into the circle of 
time, many are of the opinion that 
there is in store for us more snow and 
stormy weather between the present 
time and the ides of the coming 
March. To-day the sky is blue and 
thesun bright and almost warm.

MINES AND MINING. 


As mining is one of the great inter- 
ests, if not the leading interest. I 
hope you readers will pardon meif I 
de vote a greater portion of this com- 
munication tosuch mining iteras as 
have come under my observatiou in 
Eastern Nevada. The recent advance 
in the price of copper has awakened 
new interests in this important branch 
of Nevada’s wealth. I learn ofa great 
many locations of copper prospects 
heretofore abandoned at the time when 
copper was depressed. These loca- 
tions are made with a view of resum- 
ing work of explorations as svon as 
tbe weather will permit the placing of 
workmen upon the mines. Among 
other noted vopper mines for an abun- 
dance of rich ore none is so conspicu- 
ous and from which larger results 
have been obtained than the Victor 
lovated in Kinsley District. 
(Steptoe Valley, Elko county). Be- 
sides this mine, there are several 
other deposits showing fine copper 
prospects in this district, allof which 
have been worked at various times in 
doing assessment work during the 
last twelve or fourteen years with un- 
satisfactory results, but not from any 
fault of the ore in poiatof quality or 
quantity, but rather from the want of 
its proper treatmeot and experienced 
furnace-men as well as well estab- 
lished methods and practical kuowl- 
edge approved of by science as well as 
experience. The want of sufficient 
capital, great expense in the trauspor- 
tation of the necessary supplies,caused 
chiefly by the distance of the C. P. R. 
R., also the heretofore low rates of 
copper, bave all conspired alike to 
cause these miues to remain dormant 
and the wealth thereof to remain in 
the great store-houxe of Nature, I 
learn from J. B. Fi ch, that an Eastern 
company,to whose hands this prop- 
erty bas been transferel by Fitch and 
others, has signified its intention to 
resume active operations by early 
Spring. 

Railroad District, heretofore de- 
scribed for her silver mines, is also 
noted for its rich copper ore, and its 
output of copper has n very large, 
notwithstanding the miues have only 
been worked by fits and starts accord- 
ingly as copper would go up and down.

istance of twelve miles. These placer 
diggings have long been known and 
are worked from three to four 
months every year, yielding miners’ 
wages and in some instances as high 
as six to eight dollars per day. The 
principlal owners and locators of these 
mioes are Watty Waters, Hugh Mar- 
tin, Rev. Mr. McCullough, Mr. Gal- 
lazher and others. Gold can be found 
at any point within Seventy-six creek, 
or along its banks from the mouth of 
the canyon for a dis auce of some 
eigbt miles, where the waters of this 
creek empty into one of the branches 
of the upper Bruneau river, for the 
width of 100 feet on each side of the 
creek.

The beef that comes into the 
public market is mainly of two 
classes, fat and lean or good and 
bad, the latter class being much 
the larger. The wealthy who al- 
ways purchase what is known as 
“prime cuts,” can hardly realize 
the amount of “skinned” beef that 
is sold at low prices. The price 
realized for the former is often 
two or three times as much per 
pound as those for the latter. This 
has led feeders into the habit of 
feeding for fat rather than for 
flesh and quality. 

How can breeding, rearing and 
feeding be so managed as to give 
the consumer beef that is neither 
surrounded by an inch or two of 
hard tallow, nor composed oftough 
skinny fibers? If we can change 
the methods of breeding, rearing 
and feeding so that they will be 
not only practical but scientific, we 
may soon have breeds that will 
transmit the tendency to become 
muscular or fleshy without exces- 
sive fatness. 

How shall this be done? First by 
giving the young animals a reason- 
able amount of exercise; that is, do 
not tie calves in box stalls t ll they 
are one or two years old while 
feeding unlimited amounts of corn 
meal; nor, on the other hand, turn 
them out at twe or three months 
of age to half starve and suffer tor 
long periods until they are twe or 
three years old, when according to 
present methods, they are fattened 
by overfeeding on rich carbona- 
ceous food without exercise. We 
cannot wonder that animals reared 
by such methods as are now prac- 
ticed, have a small amount of mas- 
cular development, thickly over- 
laid with adipose matter. If we 
are to improve the quality, muscle 
must be developed not only by 
healthy exercise but by judicious 
feeding. Judicious feeding is that 
which produces continuous,healthy 
normal growth with foods which 
have sufficient albuminous, or 
nitrogenous compounds to supply 
the animal with the elements of 
which lean meat is composed. 

It should be remembered that 
animals cannot transform heat and 
fat-producing foods into lean 
meat; but they can, if necessity re- 
quires, make some use of nitrogen- 
ous compounds for the production 
of heat and fat. I beiieve that ani- 
mals reared and fed in a low tem- 
perature with an abundance of rich 
carbonaceous foods tend to lay the 
fat on the surface; while animals 
which are fed in warm, comforta- 
ble quarters and on foods rich in 
albumineids produce juicy, mar- 
bleized meat. 

Professors Henry and Sanborn 
have both shown that the quality 
of pork may be greatly changed 
and improved by judicious and in- 
telligent feeding. Without doubt 
beef and mutton may be improved 
in like manner by like feeding. 
There is a ready market at high 
prices for meat of a better quality. 
Every Winter prime early lambs 
sell readily in the New York mar- 
ket tor 50 cents per pound. 

How shall we induce breeders 
and feeders to improve the quality 
of our meats? By inducing the 
managers of fat stock shows to of- 
fer their largest prizes for animals 
showing the best quality of meat, 


the greatest quantity ef fat. The 
best method of determining qual- 
ity may be somewhat difficult un- 
til some experience is had. I 
suggest that the animals competing 
for the prizes offered for quality 
should be slaughtered, and photo- 
graphs and drawings be made of 
cross-sections of the loins and hind 
quarters. These _ cross-sections 
might then be cooked by an expert 
—without trimming—and passed 
upon by a committee appointed 
from the proprietors of leading 
hotels and restaurants, or from 
their stewards or cooks. A state- 
ment of breeding, rearing, age and 
feeding should accompany each 
entry.
